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GRANTHAM  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  1982,  in  addition  to  its  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month,  the  Grantham  Planning  Board  held  three  public  hearings. 

The  board  received  applications  for  and  approved  the  following  three  minor  sub- 
divisions: 1)  a  request  by  Joey  Holmes  to  subdivide  a  section  of  land  from  the  pro- 
perty of  Mildred  F.  Dunbar  which  is  adjacent  to  the  Dunbar  Free  Library;  2)  a  re- 
quest from  Herbert  and  Loretta  Strauss  to  separate  approximatly  one  acre  from  their 
nine  acre  property,  and  3)  a  request  from  Carleton  and  Marguerite  Miles  to  separate 
into  three  tracts  their  property  on  Route  10.  In  addition,  Mr.  George  Collier  sought 
and  obtained  permission  to  correct  the  Grantham  Air  Park  subdivision  map  to  clarify 
the  easement  lines  on  lot  9. 

The  master  plan  for  the  Town  of  Grantham,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  RSA  36:15,  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Grantham  Planning  Board  and  du- 
ly registered  with  the  Sullivan  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

During  the  year  it  became  apparent  that  under  an  amendment  to  RSA  36:4  the 
legislature  requires  planning  board  members  be  elected  for  staggered  three  year  terms. 
As  Janis  Hastings  was  serving  the  last  year  of  a  four  year  term,  her  seat  was  declared 
vacant  by  the  chairman,  and  he  appointed  her  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  term. 
It  also  came  to  the  attention  of  the  planning  board  that  a  permit  procedure  must 
be  developed  to  comply  with  RSA  155:E  which  requires  that  all  excavation  of  sand, 
gravel,  top  soil,  etc.  be  regulated.  The  Grantham  Planning  Board  is  currently  work- 
ing with  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  and  the  county  engineer  to  develop 
permit  procedure.

This  past  year  we  increased  our  circulation  by  1290  books  or  23  percent.  We 
purchased  283  books  both  hardback  and  paperback  and  accepted  numerous  dona- 
tions of  books  and  magazines.  Two  new  bookcases  were  made  for  the  encyclopedia 
and  reference  books.  More  carpet  samples  were  added  thanks  to  donations  from 
Sunapee  Bedding.  These  are  used  for  the  children  to  sit  on  when  reading  or  listening 
to  stories. 

During  the  summer  we  again  held  our  Wednesday  morning  story  time  for  children. 
This  was  well  attended  with  an  average  of  twenty  children  each  week.  In  the  fall  the 
storytime  became  operational  year  round  so  every  Wednesday  at  10:30  a.m.  there 
is  a  small  gathering  of  eager  children.  For  the  older  children  in  the  summer  we  con- 
ducted our  summer  reading  program  "Follow  the  Rainbow".  We  had  ten  children 
sign  up,  and  they  read  a  total  of  117  books.  All  of  the  participants  were  invited  to 
the  August  reading  party. 

With  the  building  of  the  new  school  which  includes  a  library,  the  Dunbar  Library 
trustees  established  a  committee  to  study  the  present  and  future  needs  of  the  Dunbar 
Library.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  was  to  look  at  the  library  needs  of  the  town, 
to  look  into  the  renovation  of  the  present  library,  and  to  look  into  the  feasibility 
of  a  combined  public  school  library.  The  group  received  estimates  from  two  architec- 
tural firms  for  the  renovations  of  the  present  library.  The  committee  read  many 
microfiche  articles  on  the  pros  and  cons  of  combining  school  and  public  library.  Judith 
Kimball  from  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  came  and  talked  with  this  group 
on  combining  school  and  public  library.  The  final  decision  is  up  to  the  voters  of  this 
town. 

During  the  summer  of  1983  we  plan  on  holding  our  third  library  festival.  We 
will  be  looking  for  donations  of  books  and  white  elephant  items.  Please  keep  the 
library  in  mind  before  throwing  the  above  out.  We  will  accept  donations  at  any  time. 
The  library  is  currently  open  Monday  from  9:00  to  1 1 :30  a.m.;  Wednesday  from  9:00 
to  1 1 :30  a.m.,  2:30  to  4:30  p.m.,  and  6:30  to  8:30  p.m.,  and  Saturday  9:00  to  12:00.

Ambulance. 

Voted  to  raise  $30,676  which  would  enable  Grantham  to  have  a  full-time  Police 
Officer  beginning  April  1st. 

Voted  to  raise  $5,000  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Library  for 
future  use  for  a  septic  system,  water  and  parking  area. 

Voted  to  have  the  Library  Trustees  appoint  a  committee  to  determine  the  pre- 
sent and  future  needs  of  the  library.

March  1,  1982 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:40  p.m.  by  the  Moderator,  F.  Robert  Osgood. 

Article  I.  Julie  Tilden  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its  adoption: 
That  the  District  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  and 
other  officers  as  printed  in  the  Annual  School  Report.  Seconded  by  Henry  Barton. 
Robert  Guyette  asked  for  clarification  of  deductions  on  Page  55  of  report.  The  dif- 
ference in  expenditures  and  orders  paid,  reason  being  that  some  ordered  were  sent 
out  but  not  yet  paid.  A  breakdown  of  each  teacher's  salary,  amount  of  tuition  for 
each  student  was  requested  by  Ella  Reney  who  also  made  the  suggestion  that  in  future 
reports  these  show  individually  rather  than  in  total  figure.  Article  voted  in  affirmative. 

Article  II.  Kathi  Osgood  offered  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion: That  the  District  vote  to  accept  the  Area  Agreement  among  school  districts  of 
Grantham,  Lebanon  and  Plainfield  as  revised  and  recommended  by  the  School  Board 
acting  as  the  area  school  plan  review  board,  said  revision  being  establishment  of  tui- 
tion rates  based  on  the  estimated  per  pupil  cost  for  the  current  year;  also,  to  see  if 
the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,500.00  to  implement  the 
revised  agreement  in  the  1982-83  school  year.  Seconded  by  Bud  Struble.  Grantham 
tuition  rate  is  based  on  Lebanon's  current  budget  and  therefore  is  one  year  behind. 
It  was  also  noted  that  Grantham  pays  its  proportionate  share  of  the  School  Ad- 
ministrative Office  and  then  when  Lebanon  figures  the  tuition  rate  charged  Gran- 
tham, it's  share  of  operating  S.A.U.  is  charged  again.  Mr.  Lalley  said  this  was  the 
first  he  had  heard  of  it  and  there  certainly  was  merit  in  the  feelings  to  reject  the  tui- 
tion revision.
